is teaching Russian by CAJ. An Invitation to revisit the facility and observe 
this program more carefully was extended by the Navy hosts, 
h. Calm at Harvard 
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OCX, an Associate in Research at Harvard's 
East Asian Russian Center, has informed toe Registrar of the group of 
extreme radicals at the Center. who received publicity along 
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with CIA in the Harvard Crimson last October, writes the following: 

’'Extremist radical* here at the East Asian Center (that is grad 
students, no faculty fall Into these categories! hare decided that the 
best way to handle the problem that I present is to take a leaf out of 
John Foster Unties 1 book and to Isolate and contain me. Therefore, 
they refuse to speak with me la any nay, shape, or form and hare taken 
to rushing oat of rooms and other offices if I happen to wander In ... . 

1 am told this decision is a compromise one, there being a group of 
them who wanted to mount a large and serious confrontation. This group, 
however, has been rather busy lately. They decided to go off to Paris 
to talk with the Chinese Communists in the Embassy there and assure 
them that there were students of Aslan affairs who do not agree with the 
Administration* a position on a wide range of problems having to do with 
China, Vietnam, and the Far Fast. A group of outsiders (mostly cast- 
off grad students from Columbia) are busy disrupting classes. Many of 
the faculty here feel that this is only the beginning and that they will soon 
get support from Harvard students as well. Thus, there is no way of 
knowing what might yet happen. "
